2) Rejection asserts security is motivation to combine: security issue 
does not motivate one to store information in a cache as claimed.

1) Applicants have previously noted that moving data "between LUe 
databases #ould render Hoover inoperable as it would defeat security issues. 
That is, Hoover teaches that thelipdatingTs always under the control of the 
applicatiaiis ininning on the client nodes. This is done for security and 
control reasons, (see, e.g., Hoover, col. 34, line 35 - coL 38, hue 18.) 

3) Ejection's stated motivation: flexibility of daba storage (Where is 
otfleetive Evidence in the prior art?)

Hoover's UPDATE message is not 
used to u pdate the record, but rather for the client nodes to report that a 
re cord was upda ted^ 
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
